All Interesting Heir Loom. 
Mary Q jeen of Scotts was a prisoner in 
the cattie of Le Lilburn, ;n the winter anti 
spring of 1368, she drew young George 
Doughs the stripling brother of William 
Dough- s the governor of Locliburn, into 
her favor for the purpose of effecting her 
escape. The youth was won completely. 
On the evening of the 2d ot May, 1563, the 
keeper aud his family being at the table, 
George si lzed the keys and fled across the 
lake with the royal prisoner.

romantic allegiance Queen Mary present- 
et! to George Douglas! a lock of her hair. 
Now it is so come about that es time roll­ 
ed on, this lock—of silken texture and 
beautiful pale auburn—was lound among 
some old papers at “Wisliaw,” one of the 
estates of the Dough s family. And as time 
again passed when the late John Carroll 
Brent visited the late Mrs. Catharine Tye 
Douglas ut Hose Hall, Scotland, a relative,' 
she showed him the lock, and, dying seven 
y ara later, In 1843. bequeathed it to him.
